BADLY DAMAGED. 


THREE VESSELS OF DEEP 
DRAUGHT NOW UNLOADING. 


Careful Investigation of Condition 
of Port Demonstrates That Silt 
‘Was Not Carricd Into Bay in the 


Quantity at First Keported. 
Steamer Grounded Kan Too Far. 


WILMINGTON, March 6.—With 
three lumber steamers coming into the 
inner harbor and up to the wharves 
of the Pacific and Consolidated Lumber 
companies nearly two hours after 
high tide this morning, and each ves- 
sel drawing 18% feet of water, the 
people of Wilmington feel that they 
are in a good position to successfully 
refute a statement published = this 
moérniig to the effect that “fully 
600,000 eubic yards of silt and sand 
were carried into the harbor, blocking 
up entirely the private channel of the 
Consolidated Lumber Company.” 

The only possible basis for the 
story is due to the fact 
steamer Expansion, which was dis- 
charging a cargo of lumber at the 
Consolidated wharft was moved a 
few hundred feet east to make room 
for the steamers Carlos, Despatch and 
Hornet, which arrived today with a 
total of nearly 2,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber. The bow of the Expansion was 
run beyond the end of the wharf, 
where it struck the easteriy end of 
the channel. Secing this, and prob- 
ably not knowing that the vessel had 
been shifted to an unusual position, 
‘someone spread the report that the 
east channel had been destroyed and 
that vessels could no longer- pass 
through the inner harbor.

. or about 11 o'clock, by which 
time the water had fallen acout 
eighteen inches, the steamer 
came into the harbor under its own 
power with 600,000 feet of lumber for 
the Consolidated, being followed al- 
most tmmediately by the steamers 
Despatch and Hornet, carrying 750,000 
and 360,000 feet of lumber respectively.

AILURE OF E. B. Jones, 
legrapher at San Dimas, to deliver 
a “side-track” order is the cause 
to which ta attributed a head-on col- 
lision yesterday morning at Gravel Pit 
curve on the Santa Fe, two miles from 
Sen Dimas railroad station. Trains 
Nos. 41 and 43 of the local division 
came together, seriously injuring two 
members of one train crew and slight- 
ly injuring nine passengers. The loco- 
motives of both trains were wrecked, 
and the combination baggage and mail 
cara demolished. 
Gravel Pit curve, where the trains 
crashed, is one of the most 
spots on the local division of the Santa 
Fe. Railroad officials fear it. A per- 


ago for ali engineers to slow down 
when approaching or passing the curve. 
The curve is shielded on one side by 
a high range of hills, and little leeway 
or viewway ahead is permitted the en- 
gineer, in rounding it. 

That more passengers were not se- 
riously’ and fatally injured 
is due primarily to this slow-up or- 
der.

The saying is that “some are 
born, some achieve, while some have 
it thrust upon them.” To this latter 
class no doubt belonged Mr. Myers, the 
man of many initials. 

Mrs. Haggard then rose to explain, 
in behalf of her husband, saying that 
“the poem. in manuecript, wae sent to 
Mr. from South Africa in a 
ptivate letter about sever years ago, 
and by a lady now dead.” She always 
eupposed it to be her own composition 
and never before published. That Mr. 
Hageard's correspondent was “now 
ead” and, consequently unable to ob- 
Ject to the stealing of her thunder, did 
not seem to improve matters materially. 

May 19, 1887, “The Christian Un- 
ion” reprinted the poem as first con- 
iriButed to its columns, June 18, 1873. 
end signed “B. On December 8. 
1887, the same journal announced that 
the “B. 8.” was Mies Bella Smith, of 
Tabor College, lowa. A letter from this 
lady seems to settic effectually all 
questions €8 to authorship. She writes:
